Riverside county supervisors 
Mon­ 
day continued discussion of the new 
Banning-Idyllwild road. T his road, al­ 
though not built, is th e m ost notorious 
if not the m ost fam ous road in R iver­ 
side county. 
Supervisor W alter V. P ittm an 
of 
Riverside city on M onday filed a w rit­ 
ten motion for the establishm ent of a 
second county prison cam p at V ista 
Grande. 
T he “honor cam p," to be situated 
a t th e now abandoned V ista Grande 
CCC camp, offered to the county a t 
no expense by the U nited S tates F or­ 
estry departm ent, would supplem ent 
the present in d u strial road cam p faci­ 
lities at Keen Cam p, under P ittm an's 
plan. 
T he motion was technically 
w ith­ 
draw n from consideration until next 
week when S upervisor Ralph W. Stan 
field asked for tim e to consider w hat 
additional expense would be incurred 
by the creation of an o th er prison camp. 
Previously S upervisor R obert K. Dil­ 
lon had given a verbal second to the 
m otion after he had requested P itt­ 
m an 
to 
rem ove 
an 
“objectional 
p h rase” from the te x t of th e 
pro­ 
posal. 
The portion to w hich Dillon 
alluded was a m otion th at construc­ 
tio n work on the new Banning-ldyll- 
w ild road be discontinued 
betw een 
Pine Cove and V ista Grande. 
Supervisor 
E. 
C. 
T albot 
spoke 
a g ain st the m otion because w hat he 
term ed “the great increase of 
ex­ 
p ense” which would be incurred. 
He 
pointed to the fact th a t two adm inis­ 
tra tiv e forces and a second com m is­ 
sary departm ent would be required. 
It is understood th a t the 
present 
superintendent of th e county prison 
cam p is draw ing a very lucrative sal­ 
ary. 
Perhaps the salary could 
be 
divided, one salary to go to a super­ 
in ten d en t a t V ista G rande. 
P ittm an ’s plan w ould be to m ake an 
“honor cam p” of the V ista G rande lo­ 
cation, with no fences or bars in evi­ 
dence. 
By having m en at th e loca­ 
tion, work on the low er portions of 
th e Fulm or survey road could 
be 
started . 
B efore w ithdraw ing his 
proposal, 
P ittm an declared th a t “I am opposed 
to th a t deep cut through those m oun­ 
ta in s; I w ant th at absolutely under­ 
stood.” 
He referred to th at portion 
of the road betw een Pine Cove and 
V ista G rgttte. over w hich there is con­ 
siderable controversy because of the 
asserted expense for blasting re q u ired .1 


Text of the motion follows, w ith bold 
type referring to th at portion which 
Supervisor Dillon requested deleted: 
“I m ove that the chairm an of this 
board be instructed to sign on agree­ 
ment w ith the United S tates F orestry 
service for the use 
of 
the 
V ista 
G rande CCC cam p and such equipm ent 
as is now available for the use of a 
prison cam p site. 
“Also, th at the district 
attorney 
draw up the necessary papers legaliz­ 
ing this property as a prison cam p 
site, and that the county surveyor be 
instructed to obtain a legal descrip­ 
tion of this property. 


“ F u rth erm o re, 
th a t 
construction 


w ork shall cease on the Fulm or sur­ 
vey fro m the present point of con­ 


struction 
from 
Pine Cove to 
Vista 


Grande, and that construction 
work 
shall begin on what is now called the 
Fulm or survey from Vista G rande to 
Banning with such changes as recom ­ 
mended in com m unications regarding 
sw itchbacks in the files of the county 
surveyor; that Keep Camp prison site 
be retained and left at the present lo­ 
cation, and that a part of the piesent 
prisoners be transferred to the Vista 
Grande site.’*

Heavy 
rains of the past w inter have done 
such dam age th a t no ordinary repairs 
will be adequate to keep the highway 
in condition for travel. 
A com plete realignm ent of parts of 
the road is necessary. 
Not only the

Of Palm Springs 


New construction started in Palm Springs the first three months 


o f this year totals £608,000. including only buildings 52,000 or more 
in value. This is far ahead of the same period of last year. 
Included 
in these figures are 39 new homes averaging approximately £12,000 
each. 
The figures were compiled from a survey made bv Joe Schobe 
of the Mason Case Company, who has a complete list of all new struc­ 
tures and the value o f each. 


Mr. Schobe started this surv ey at the beginning of last year, which 
showed that 1936 building figures in Palm Springs were approximate­ 
ly £3,000,000. 
H e is keeping no record of garages, small additions, 
or structures valued at less than £2,000. 


The figures for the first half of 1936 were £1,135,200 and in­ 
cluded 26 homes costing £285,600, averaging over £11,000 each. Thus 
it may be seen that even a better class of homes is being built this year.
